A. Baldwin, dark. Preeldeot Oakee 
appointed the following committees; 
Finance and supplies, Baldwin and 
Boo her; luatruottoo, Broughton and 
Stone; maiotenanoe, VogeiicJ aid Kilo 
buildings, Martin and Bedell. 

J. 8. Cramer, construction agent oi 
the Hew York and "New Jersey Tele¬ 
phone tympany, who llree In Essex ave¬ 
nue, asked permission to erect poles 
along the school property In that tho¬ 
roughfare to enable him to place a'pbooe 
In his house. Mr. Kramer said tokt 
as the electrta light company would not 
allow his concern to put wires on light 
poles, owing to the reoent fatality to 
linemen, the only way he oould get the 
’ phone was by erecting the poles. The 
board referred tbe matter to the Main¬ 
tenance Committee.

Dr, Broughton and Mr. Oakes were 
Oamed to represent the School Board in 
the Board of Estimate, which meets la 
May or possibly earlier and Axes the 
amount to be plaoed In the local tax levy 
lor school purposes. 

Public school malntenaaoe will be an 
important Item of consideration this 
year in making up the floanolal budget. 
It Is likely there will fte an Imperative 
demand for at least four new teachers, 
and a considerable Increase In the 
school enrolment means a correspond¬ 
ing Increase In the supplies account. A 
large Increase In the number of dwell¬ 
ings In tbs' town means an Increased de¬ 
mand upon the publlo school facilities. 
f In the Feirriew School district, where 
a 1 large number of houses are being 
•greeted, there is trouble now to pro¬ 
viding for the children that should 
attend the Fnirvlew School, and trans¬ 
fers of pupils from that school to other 
schools have reoently been made. 

Berkeley and WataeselDg aohool- 
boosee have nearly reached the limit 
•of their capacity and more new bouses 
In those districts will bring the Board 
•of Education to a position where an en¬ 
largement of school houses must be 
made. »

An Incendiary Fire. 

A combination stable and dwelling on 
the State street frond of the premises of 
ex-Jedga Amxi Dodd was destroyed by 
fire about three o’clock, on Wednesday 
morning. Walter Ford (colored) and his 
wife, who are both In the employ of the 
Dodd family, had living rooms on the 
second floor of the building, and nar¬ 
rowly escaped death from suffocation. 

Mr. Ford awoke about three o'clock In 
the m orn log. • He discovered that the 
rooms were illed with emolte. He 
aroused bis wife and then run down 
stairs. He found a blaze la progress in 
the southeast corner of the pound floor 
ot the bullffiag. He Immediate ly caused 
a cry of Arts, and after getting his wife 
opt of the tmildtng he ran to send in an 
alarm. A policeman beard tie cry of 
Are and turzedia an alarm front box 35. 

Tbe companies from the central fire 
house made a quick response. 

Tbe building was damaged fcc tbe ex¬ 
tent of about $1,000, and tbe Ford fam¬ 
ily lost considerable in damage to their 
personal belongings.

The first regular business meeting at 
the Glen Bldge Borough Council far the 
correct year wae held Monday night, 
and a proposition of the Glen Bldge 
Library Association to letse tbe lower 
floor of Glen Bldge Hall to the borough 
(or official purposes was a chief topis of 
dtocussloQ. 

Counoliman White submitted the 
proposition and said that U It was ac¬ 
cepted .the library association would 
throw open the library to the public; 
thereby makiog It a fkee Institution. In 
order to oarry out the eoheme the 
library trustees, who at present rent 
one large loom in the ball, propose to 
lease two more rooms, paying $600 a 
year for the three, and then sublet two* 
of them to the borough for $1,000, there-: 
by adding $400 yearly to the library 
treasury. It was this part of the 
proposition that brought out the otyeti 
tions. 

Councilman Knight said that he had 
understood that the Glen Bldge Hall 
trustees bad offered to rent tbe premises 
In question to a druggist for $600 « 
year, and be thought It would be unwise 
for the borough to pay $1,090 for some¬ 
thing that Oould be obtained for $600. 
As to the free library, which be declared 
would virtually cost $400 a year, Mr. 
Kulght thought the matter abould be 
referred lo a public meeting of citizens 
to decide. Tbe question waa finally 
laid over until the next meeting. 

Permission waa granted to the New 
York and New Jersey Telephone, Com¬ 
pany to open a portion of Bloomfield 
avenue near Hillside avenue in order 
to extend Its conduits. Mr. White sub¬ 
mitted a letter which la to be sent to 
the company relating to tbe poles on 
Bloomfield and Bidgewood avenues, 
which are to be removed by April 1. 

According to the council's decision ail 
new poles on other streets in the bor¬ 
ough must be octagon la shape and 
painted green. 

Mr. White said further that he had 
been trying to get tbe United Electric 
Company to light the borough on terms 
offered by tbe local authorities.
